Our 
present monetary condition Is res- 
ponsible for uur 85 cent whuat 
other conditions point to a dollar 
and a half who it. These silk-hat 
and silk-stocking gentry, who love 
to be called gold-bugs, nre respon 
sible for our Mel wheat. Tht' very 
gang Is responsible for tbe rise in 
our uccessaries, such as srgar.salt 
shoes and the like, and everything 
else the farmer has to buy. If 
there beone who thinks my state- 
ment is not true, let him please say 
why wheat did not remain at one 
dollar and seven cutis; and u by 
d d tobacco fall? 

If these golj bug* have power 
over all nature, the ftc«h and the 
devil, I guess they are sending our 
present drouth. It it as dry' out 
here as one of May's oratloos, and 
there is enough dust to every square 
rod to make a doxen politicians aa 
big as Boss Mark. I imagine that 
these gold-bugs have foreseen the 
result of fie coming election, and 
like the old woman who whipped 
her children before she left home, 
on suspicion that they would do 
wrong while she was gone.

ey In circulation. There is a point 
where the crop of money an I the 
crop of wheat will exactly balance. 
Then add to the crop of money and 
wheat goes up— In prioc— or if you 
add to tbe crop of wheat money 
goes up, In price. This Is a slmpla 
analysis and applies to all crops 
or tiling* of value.

A* sometimes now in a house 
you will find kept at the the tabic a va- 
cant chair, a plate, a knife, a 
fork, for some deceased member 
of the family, so Jacob kept in his 
heart a place "f r his beloved Joseph. 
There alts the old man. the tlock of 140 
years In their flight having alighted 
long enough to leave .he marks of their 
claw on forehead and cheek and tem- 
ple. His long beard snows down over 
bis chest. Mis eyes are somewhat dim, 
and he can sec farther when they are 
closed than when they are open, for he 
can see clear back Into the lime when 
beautiful Bachel, his wife, was living, 
and his children shook the Oriental 
abo>ht with their merriment 

The centenarian Is sitting dreaming 
over the past vatien he hears a wagon 
rumbling to the front door.
